Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 4-7 are allowed because the art of record does not teach or suggest the 
claimed limitations. Inoue et al. (U.S.P. 4,583,223), Yoshida (U.S.P. 4,929,888) disclose 
a testing system having a comparator, a driver configured for testing an integrated 
circuits, however, the above references fail to teach an adder or subtractor that accepts 
the analog signal outputted from the integrated circuit and, selectively, the signal 
outputted from the driver, an integrator which accepts an analog signal outputted from 
the adder or subtractor, a first switch for selectively transmitting an analog signal 
outputted from the integrator and the digital signal outputted from the integrated circuit 
to the comparator, and a second switch for selectively transmitting the signal from the 
memory and the outputted signal from the comparator to the driver, wherein at least one 
of the switches is operated depending on whether a signal to be tested is analog or 
digital.
